He was a member of the Vatican 
diplomatic missions in the Ivory Coast, Spain and 
Nictiragua and since 1993 he was in charge of relations 
with Eastern European countries as an official of the 
Section for Relations with States within the Secretariat 
of State of the Roman Curia. According to his resume, 
he speaks Croatian and Italian, as well as French, 
English, German, Spanish, Polish, Russian and 
Ukrainian.
